NEW REALM OF RADIATION 
FOUND BY PROF. EINSTEIN 


peer! Said to Give Further 
jupport te Theory of

NEW YORK, Jan. 9—The Her- 
ald Tribune says Prof. Albert Hin- 
stein has discovered a new realm 
of’ radiation, more extensive in 
range than known radiation types 
like light, heat and sound, giving 
further. support to his theory of 
relativity. : 

The newspaper says the Prince- 
ton scientist and his assistant, Dr. 
N. Rosen, give mathematical evi- 
dence of the existence of this realm 
in a paper published in the journal 
of the Franklin Institute of Phila- 
delphia. 

The radiation, the Herald Trib- 
une says, is made up of gravita- 
tional waves which parallel electro 
magnetic waves in size and fre- 
quency but have different proper- 
ties. The only one of these proper- 
ties yet demonstrated is the ability 
to pull. comets and planets out of 
their courses as they move around 
the sun.

The cold wave; which had put a 
veneer of ice on pavements and 
added a heavy blanket of sleet,

TAMPICO, Mexico, Jan. 9.—Leon 
Trotzky, exiled Russian Bolshevik, 
expelled from Norway, arrived here 
today aboard the tanker Ruth to 
accept Mexico’s offer of a haven. 
He appeared to be in. good health 
and was obviously grateful for his 
reception by Mexican officials. 

In a statement shortly after his 
arrival Trotzky pledged “complete 
and obsolute non-intervention in 
Mexican politics and abstinence no 
less absolute from acts that could 
harm the amicable relations of 
Mexico with any other country.” 

Mme. Trotzky sat silent. beside 
him as he read his declaration. 


The Russian exile charged “polit- 


The haste and secrecy of his de- 
parture was caused by fears on the 
part of the Norwegian government 
that his ship “would be the object 
of an attack by my enemies,” he 
added. 

Trotzky took the occasion to de- 
clare Europe's chances for war 
were “at least 75 per cent.” 

He wore a natty, grayish-brown 
knicker suit, a biege’ shirt and a 
wine-colored tie. His gray hair was 
as bushy and his. gray goatee as 
trim as ever. 

Indignantly, speaking slowly in 
French, he called Soviet counter- 
revolutionary charges against him 
“a Moscow frame-up.”

Regarded as Warning. 

The latest bombing did no more 
than break windows in the gam- 
bling house and empty it of cus- 
tomers for that night. But pur- 
veyors of the first rumor consid- 
ered the incident a warning of 
more effective action in case Fritz 
would not “co-operate.” 

Fritz, not inclined to.be voluble 
about his business affairs, is known 
generally as an “honest” gambler 
who always pays off and who, in 
consequence, attracts most of the 
“big” customers, 

He aroused the ire of other gam- 
blers, some in nearby Venice, by 
operating a string. of service cars 
for the private convenience of cus- 
tomers from St. Louis, across Eads 
Bridge. 

The Venice gamblers have sought 
to gather in more customers 
through the inducement of free 
meals on Saturday nights and holi- 
days, 

That these meals have become 
more elaborate of late was indicat- 
ed in a conversation recently be- 
tween two customers of a Venice 
resort. 

“That was swell turkey we had 
at the joint,” commented one of the 
patrons. 

“Yeah, it should have been—it 
cost me 80 bucks,” was the reply. 

Old-Time Gambler. 

Fritz, whose given name is Adam, 
{s an old-timer in the gambling bus- 
iness. He got his start about 25 
years ago when he “hit” one night 
and won an interest in a craps ta- 
ble which could not pay him off in 
cash. That was when he was a 
blacksmith in the East St.. Louis 
stockyards, where he acquired his 
nickname, and dissipated a large 
part of his weekly earnings of $45 
gt craps tables. 

Later, he began operating tables 
of his own and then expanded his 
business to include handbooks, At 
one time, it is said, he operated 28 
handbooks in St. Louis, where fhe 
tesides, and others in Illinois as far 
north as Springfield. He is reputed

I live in Northeast Alabama and think 
that the picture is somewhat overdrawn. 
~ We have a few large landlords who re- 
fuse to give their sharecroppers a fair 
deal, but, as a rule, those landlords forced 
their croppers to plant large acreages to 
cotton so that they now plant all the 
cotton they should have planted before 
the reduction program began to function. 


Bo it seems to me that the tenant is in}. 


far better condition that he was before, 
if his landlord gives him the rental that 
he is supposed to have. 

A majority of farmers in this of 
Alabama own their farms of 20*to 6 
acres and were trying to make a living 
on them and pay off mortgages by plant- 
ing 25 to 35 per cent of their cultivated 
land to cotton. When the reduction pro- 
gram reduced them to 15 to .25 per cent 
of their crop land for cotton, they were 
not in position to pay their mortgages 
and will be forced to sell their farm 
and become depressed sharecroppers. 
This is no delusion, for some of them 
have tried to sell me their farms and say 
they must sell and move away. 

I don’t think I am a pessimist. I am 
100 per cent in favor of a fair cotton re- 
duction program, but I am not in favor 
of giving the man who caused all our 
trouble a distinct advantage (be he land- 
lord or tenant) over the man who is not 
the least responsible for our troubles, Our 
large carry-over of cotton and the ad- 
ministration of our cotton program are re- 
sponsible for this inequality, yet I see 
very little in the press in behalf of the 
penalized small land owner. However, I 
am glad to see a few farm publications 
advocate a fair and just allotment for 
every farmer in the Cotton Belt.

On Burning Coal. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
EFERRING to L, G. D.’s letter, “How 
Smoke Is Produced”: 

The three principal elements of com- 
bustion are time, temperature and air. 
Coal which contains high ash and im- 
purities requires more space and time 
to increase temperature to ignition point. 
The temperature required to burn Iili- 
nois coal without smoke is 766 degrees F. 

It requires 12 pounds of air or three 
and one-half pounds of oxygen to -burn 
one pound of [illinois coal. If grates are 
covered with a heavy &sh or clinkers, this 
air cannot be emitted to the firebox. 

High ash content also means lower 
B, T. U., or heat value, which means 
green coal must be added more often and 
cleaning periods must be shorter. When 


green coal is fed to fire, the temperature 


is lowered, which causes smoke. 

In an ordinary heating plant or fur- 
nace, if the firebox is large and the load 
or heat required does not exceed the ca- 
pacity of the furnace, the fire must be 
cleaned and ash removed at intervals, 
depending on ash content, in order to 
maintain temperature in firebox. Ash 
interferes with flow air, or oxygen, and 
retards combustion. For example, a’ coal 
with ash content of:

Continuation of the 
3-cent postage rate, which Mr. Roosevelt proposes, is 
warranted by the state of the budget, and his pro- 
posal that the CCC be continued will meet, we be- 
lieve, with general approbation. | ; 

The message brings again a realization of the pres- 
ent staggering cost of the Federal Government— 
$6,158,000,000 for the next fiscal year, plus whatever 
may be voted for relief—and throws into sharp re- 
lief the need—as all who have regard for preserving 
the credit of the nation myst believe—for jealous 
watchfulness by Congress to prevent waste and a 
sturdy determination to reduce expenditures as fast 
as that may be done without crippling any essential 
activity.

Senator Wheeler of Montana, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Interstate Commerce, will go be-

As there is 
every reason to believe that the sum asked for will 
be no more than the amount needed; it can be said 
in advance that Congress should grant thé request. 

Since hearings were begun only a short time be- 
fore Christmas, it is likely that some will wonder 
how more funds can be needed so soon. The expla- 
nation.is a simple one. Long before public hearings

Both the technical difficulties and 
the lofty significance of this con- 
certo make a peculiarly. exacting 
test for an interpretive artist, 
young or old. Shallowness of in- 
tellectual approach and any sort of 
emotional anemia would inevitably 
betray themselves in the presence 
of such tragic passions, such broad 
and ‘sweeping eloquence and such 
expressive. lyricism. 

It is a measure of Mr. Frantz’s 
artistic stature that he addressed 
himself to the music with every evi- 
dence of being certain of its mean- 
ing. His clear, healthy tone quality 
and his cleanness of execution were 
consistent attributes of his playing, 
whether in the sudden outburst of 
heroic energy in the first and third 
movements or in the restrained 
poetic ecatasy of the secdédnd. He 
knew what he wanted and he made 
his treatment seem plausible. 


Even so, the performance as a 
whoie could hardly be considered 
first, rate. For where the soloist 
was forthright and muscular or 
completely free in his abandonment 
to a poetic mood, the orchestra was 
tentative. Mr, Guidi’s infrequent 
occupancy of the podium told 
against him. He was never able to 
grasp the music as firmly as was 
necessary, a circumstance that was 
especially unfortunate in view of 
the organically inseparable nature 
of the solo and orchestral parts 
and of the uncompromising nature 
of the scoring.

NRA WAS TO BLAME 


But, Spokesman Adds, 
Policies Complained of 
Have Not Been Followed 
Since Blue Eagle Died.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The Fed- 
eral Trade Commission yesterday 
found the Retail Furniture Dealers’ 
Association of St. Louis, comprising 
the principal furniture stores, guil- 
ty on six counts of an attempt to 
mogopolize the furniture trade in 
“3 city and restrain’ competition, 
Tr- eommission ordered the asso- 
ciation to cease certain “unfair” 


practices. 

Th® commission's order related 
to selling methods and policies 
practiced between Aug. 1, 1933, and 
May 27, 1935, the period in which 
thembers of the association oper- 
ated under an NRA code. These 
methods and practices, the commis- 
sion found, tended substantially “to 
increase the cost to purchasers of 
furniture and allied products.” 
They tended also, the commission 
@eclared, “to discriminate against 
gome business enterprises.” 

Uniform Carrying Charge. 

The commission ordered members 
of the association to cease collective 
action to impose a separate, uni- 
form carrying charge on install- 
ment accounts “in addition to the 
advertised cash price for merchan- 
dise sold on installments or deferred 
payment plan.” 
~.In connection with this policy the 
commission found that certain 
members of the association, without 
authority from the association, in- 
terviewed manufacturers, jobbers 
and wholesalers in the trade area in 
an effort to persuade them to sell 
onl; to retail dealers who imposed 
such a carrying charge. 

Manufacturers and distributers 
were led to believe, the commission 
said, that the association was at- 
tempting to compel them to stop 
selling their respective lines of 
merchandise to retail dealers who 
did not impose the additional car- 
rying charge on the price of mer- 
echandise bought on the installment 
plan. 

Barred Practices. 

Among policies and practices 
barred by the commission’s order 
are the following: 

The practice that no sales 
made by manufacturers, distrib- 
uters, wholesalers or jobbers di- 
rectly to their own employes, ex- 
cept for their personal use, or to 

contractors, institutions, hotels, 
apartment houses or large indus- 
trial plants. 

That no orders shal) be ac- 
cepted by manufacturers, distrib- 
uters, wholesalers or jobbers 
from dealers in cities other than 
St. Louis and Hast St. Louis 
where delivery is to be made in 
these two cities, . 

That requests from consumers 
to buy merchandise from such 
manufacturers and dealers to be 
billed through a retail dealer *e 
refused and that such consumer 
be required to purchase from a 
“regular” retail dealer.

Johnson and 
President Roosevelt that citizens 
deal only with concerns complying 
with their codes, and, therefore, 
asked wholesalers to comply with 
their wholesale codes. 
“There never was any agreement 
among the retailers that any par- 
ti rate of carrying charges 
should be made on _ installment 
sales, and the commission, in its 
report, did not find that such ever 
took place. 
“Retailers will continue to re- 
quire carrying charges, as they 
have always done.”

pionship, effective with the 1937 
former pian of qualifying tests. 

Under a new revised order in the 
national amateur, sectional quali- 
fying trials, will be held as usual 
but the field will be forced to qual- 
ify over two 18-hole rounds at the’ 
scene of the championship, reduc- 
ing the field for ‘match play to 64. 

Before the all form, or ail match 
play system, was placed in effect 
with the 1934 championship, the 
qualifying test reduced the field 
to 32, Thus, the revised order will 
eliminate the wild stampede but 
give twice as many qualifying 
berths as before. : 

Exempt From ‘Sectionals. 

Former. champions and foreign 
invaders will not be required to 
qualify in sectional tests but will 
be forced to qualify at the. scene 
of the tournament. 


Under the new system, tourna-+ 


ment play will be held as follows:’ 

First day—18 holes. qualifying. 

Second day—Final 18 holes quali- 
fying. 

Third day—First and second 
rounds at 18 holes each. of match 
play, reducing field to 16.

The adenoids in the back part of 
the nose are supposed to catch nasal 
secretions and masal infection. But 
certainly neither the tonsils nor the 
adenoids are necessary to health 
nor life, because they can be re- 
moved at any age without danger 
and without, apparently, affecting 
growth, nutrition: or any function 
of the body. 

Being lymphoid structures they 
ere particularly likely to infection, 
and there are few people who live 


- to adult life without acquiring some 


infection, more or less severe, in 
some of these structures.

N THE case of the tonsils, when 
[they are infected the result may 

be frequent colds or rheumatism. 
even affection of the heart. An in- 
fected adenoid is likely to cause far 
more serious and direct results. This 
is because the adenoids lie over the 
opening of the Eustachian tube in 
the throat, which goes directly to 
the middle ear. An infected adenoid 
may hang over this opening, and the 
infection may travel up the tube, 
producing infiammation and pus in 
the middle ear, which if not treated, 
may lead to mastoid trouble and 
other even more serious conditions. 

Many parents are afraid to have 
tonsils and adenoids removed from 
their babies because they feel that 
these structures perform some nec- 
essary function, but we have now 
had so much experience to the con- 
trary that we can say quite definite- 
ly that. they may be removed with 
safety at any age.
